shortly before two o'clock this afternc on by Deputy Corner Sargeant. 


The man was to have appeared before the coroner's inquest at 1 


o'clock this afternoon. 


At that time he wa.<> to prove to i te authorities and to the several 


orders in which his alleged wife hel< 
insurance policies amounting to 


$3,600 that she really was his wife. 


The public administrator was also to have demonstrated that Dono- 


hue had a legal right to the estate of i le dead woman. 


There were stories that the man was not married to the woman* 


That she was not his wife. 


In the city prison lies a prisoner, A (listedt, under suspicion of murder" 


ing Mrs. Donohue. 


AH these things were to be brougl t to a climax today. 
The tragedy closed with another, nd the question now is "Did Don* 


ohue himself kill his wife and bury he; in the mud near the Western 
Furniture factory on the might of June 11 ?" This suicide would indicate 
that the police were wrong in all their reasonings. That Donohue could 
not stand the strain and killed himself -ather than face the investigation 
which was coming. 


It also brings out another fact tha ' the socalled police surveillance 


was not all the authorities claimed. Tl lere was no one to watch the man 
and he either defeated justice by suicid or fell a victim to his grief, which 
is improbable for obvious reasons.

land Clearing House Association.

Many were sacred, and some were led by journals inUnt chiefly on 
publishing "good stuf"," to believe that the Japanese could sail right 
up to American shores, disembark and devastate the land. 


It is certain the} would not have an easy time at all if they 


should attempt invasion of this country, and it is not probable that 
they have intent to measure arms with a country that it is so much 
to their interest 10 keep in with. 
Probably the fire-caters of Japan 


are comparable to th j socialistic class in this country that passes 
resolutions in favor of the liberation by other countries of men under 
arrest for seditious offenses, and demands that the United States 
government take sum nary action to that end. 


Japan is a coun ry of ver/ limited natural resources, over- 


populated, and just low exhausted by a struggle with a Titan for 
very existence. 
That struggle, though successful, left it not only 


impoverished, but bes :t by political dangers. Its arch enemy is still 
alert, and other countries are disquieted by the new complexion 
that is placed on the "a-ce of things. 


Russia is in the altitude of the great lubber who has had a bout 


with a smaller and wiry foe to his discomfiture, but to his entire 
undoing. There is no discounting an antagonist with such mighty 
natural strength, howver unwary he may be. 


The mainstay of . apan consists in ihe marvelous genius of her 


people to conserve c\ery resource of the country, their industry, 
economy and loyalty. In times of peace they pursue their avoca- 
tions with extraordinary results. 
In times of war they are fanati- 


cally loyal, pouring tr eir treasure into the government coffers and 
counting life as nothir g at all. But these traits do not make them 
heedless. 
Their statesmen have a keen understanding of world 


politics, and great men have a show in Japan. They govern the 
country, and are relied upon to see that it docs not rush headlong 
into trouble. 


There is no rcasm to anticipate trouble between this country 


and Japan, though on; of the very latest cartoons represents the 
President, while prepa "ing for his hunting trip into Africa, as being 
annoyed by the buzzin ^ of a fly in the guise of a Japanese. It is in- 
tended to typify what is regarded in uninformed quarters as an ever 
menacing situation.
